Now,  therefore,  I,  the  undersigned,  Premier 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  pursuant 
to  authority  granted  to  me  under  Article  35  of 
the  Defence  of  Canada  Regulations,  do  hereby 
declare  that,  effective  November  1st,  1943,  the 
lighting  restrictions  relating  to  Dim-out  (being 
Regulations  25  to  34,  inclusive),  are  hereby 
suspended  until  further  notice.  The  dim-out 
restrictions  hereby  suspended  may  be  renewed 
in  full  force  and  effect  at  any  time  and  from 
time  to  time  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
because  of  the  military  situation.  The  sus¬ 
pension  hereby  provided  has  no  effect  on  exist¬ 
ing-  or  future  laws  or  regulations  governing 
black-outs  (whether  precautionary  or  imminent 
danger  black-outs)  but  relates  solely  to  light¬ 
ing  regulations  for  dim-out  purposes.

Lighting  and  Black-out  Regulations. 

HEREAS  the  Minister  of  Pensions  and 
National  Health,  under  Article  35  of  the 
Defence  of  Canada  Regulations,  has  conferred 
certain  authority  on  me: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  the  undersigned,  Premier 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  pursuant 
to  such  authority,  hereby  order  as  follows:- — 

Regulation  20  of  the  Lighting  and  Black-out 
Regulations,  made  by  me  on  the  24th  day  of 
April,  1942,  is  repealed,  and  the  following  sub¬ 
stituted  : — 

“  20.  Whether  a  black-out  is  in  force  or 
not:  — 

“(a.)  No  person  shall,  between  the  hours  of 
sunset  and  sunrise,  cause  or  permit 
any  light,  illumination,  sparks,  or 
glare  to  emanate  from  inside  any 
building  or  enclosure,  or  any  outside 
light,  illumination,  sparks,  or  glare  in 
any  part  of  British  Columbia  unless  a 
person  is  constantly  present  with  au¬ 
thority  and  the  means  instantly  to 
extinguish  or  mask  the  light,  illumi¬ 
nation,  sparks,  or  glare: 

“(6.)  Clause  (a)  of  this  regulation  shall  not 
apply  to  lights  above  safes  or  vaults 
or  to  lights  at  railway  or  omnibus 
stations.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
